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State And Federal Aid 
For Stout Students 


President Harvey in discussing re- 
cent legislation effecting Stout stu- 
dents brought out several. interest- 
ing facts at general assembly last 
week. Men interested in securing 
an education, especially for prepara- 
tion for teaching in the vocational 
education field, may, under certain 
conditions,:.. secure substantial aid 
while attending Stout Institute. 


The Nye law, very recently passed 
by the Wisconsin Legislature, is of 
first interest. to residents of Wiscon- 
sin. Under. this. law Wisconsin sol- 


-diers, sailors, marines, and nurses 


are granted $30.00 per month while 
in attendance at the school of their 
choice up to a period of four years. 
Seventy-two individuals have already 
signified their desire to attend Stout 
Institute under this act. Now that 
the Nye bill has become a law it is 
likely that more will. wish to come. 
President Harvey emphasized the 
fact that immediate enrollment is 
desirable for those. who come under 
the provisions of the Nye law and 
who are not now in attendance. 
Forms and records to be filled out by 
these individuals can be taken care 


‘of while in attendance at Stout. 


Wisconsin residents, are also in- 
terested in the plan for Vocational 
Scholarships. Under this plan a 
iiimber of men from various parts 
of the state who meet certain quali- 
fidations will be eligible for voca- 
tiénal scholarships while in attend- 
arite at Stout Institute, Qualifica- 
tions for candidacy and eligibility for 
the scholarships following examina- 
tions will be under the direction of 
the State Board of Industrial Edu- 
cation. , ; 

Stout Institute has also com- 
menced receiving men sent by the 
Sederal Board for, Vocational Edu- 
cation under. the Rehabilitation Act. 
These men ‘come to Stout for speci- 
fied vocational training in. certain 
trades and. spend full time in the 
shop and drawing in their chosen 
lines of work. Their expenses are

American Dietetic 
Association Report 


By Miss Bisby. 


The second annual meeting of the 
American Dietetic Association was 
held in Cincinnati Sept. 8-12, 1919. 
The attendance was much larger 
than was expected but in spite of the 
extreme heat, in which all of those 
attending the convention. sweltered, 
the interest was keen throughout all 
of the sessions. 

One of the main problems dis- 
cussed was that of training hospital 
dietitians. Few hospitals have of- 
fered training that is of a character 
to enab’e graduates of their dietetic 
courses to enter hospitals and take 
entire charge of the food depart- 
ment. The general sentiment was 
that it is better to give hospital 
training to women already graduates 
from reputable schools of home eco- 
nomics than to attempt to prepare 
the untrained woman for such work. 
It was agreed that if dietitians are 
to be of maximum service to hospi- 
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First Foot Ball Game 
Will Be Here Saturday 


The Stout football season will 
open this week, when the High 
school! alumni will be met at Stout 
Field Saturday afternoon. The 
Alumni team is composed of men 
who at some time or other played on 
the high school team and after grad- 
uating, further increased their 
knowledge of football by playing on 
various college and normal teams. 
Some have played on army Yeams in 
the various camps the past two 
years and this combined with their 
weight should make an admirable 
opponent for Stout to try out their 
theory of the game. 

Stout realizes that in order to 
cope successfully with other teams 
this fall, it will be necessary to get 
into the finest physical shape possi- 
ble and to play good football all the 
time. The game Saturday will in a 
way be an index of what may be ex- 
pected of the team this fall and 
Coach Miller’s men will have to be 
in the game every minute of the time 
in order to hold their heavier op- 
ponents to anything like an even 
break. ‘ 

The admission to this game will be 
but 25 cents as expenses will be rea- 
sonable. A sort of honor system 
prevails at Stout in that students as 
well as people from the city have al- 


ways been willing to purchase their ° 


tickets before the game, and not 
wait until arriving at the field. 
There being no fence around the 
field, it would be a simple matter of 
viewing the game without kicking 
in to help pay the cost of securing 
teams here, but if this were the case 
in any large degree, it would most 
certainly kill the game at this Insti- 
tution. 

All students are urged to be pres- 
ent and hoop ’er up for Stout. In 
the past girls have outnumbered the 
men two to one and as this propor- 
tion still exists, it is hoped that the 
‘side lines will be lined with Stout 
co-eds. 

The conflict in class hours which 
kept nearly half the team away from 
practice for three days a week is ex- 
pected to be straightened out at 
once and with men reporting every 
evening things ought to boom in the 
football line.

tals, by assuming responsibility for 
the entire diet department, the hcs- 
pitals should make provision for the 
training problem, under the super- 
vision of their own dietitians, fur- 
ther that no hospital should attempt 
to train dietitians unless the dietary 
departments and the personnel of 
these departments are of such a 
character as to make the training 
worth while. Too often the student 
dietitian is required to do routine 
work which in no sense fits her for 
supervision and management. A 
committee was appointed to plan a 
standardized course of study for stu- 
dent dietitians but the general opin- 
ion was that such a course would not 
work out in practice. It all depends 
upon what the hospital has to give. 
The ideal course should last as long 
as there is material to put into it, 
never longer. Oftentimes, in order 
to drag out the time to six months, 
the student does clerical work or 
spends her time in cooking and wash- 
ing dishes. 

General meetings were held with 
the American Hospital associations 
and an effort was made to impress 
upon superintendents the function of 
a dietitian in a hospital, that she 
should supervise the entire food de- 
partment, that she should not be a 
cook or a housekeeper. Dr. Camp- 
bell said that doctors no longer re- 
gard the dietitian as a mechanical 
tool or as merely a food economist 
in a kitchen, that there is a steadily 


increasing demand for consulting 
dietitians. 
Col. Merlin, one of the nutrition 


specialists in the army, attributes 
the remarkable efficiency in the food 
department of thesarmy to the dieti- 
tians, and right here it might be in- 
teresting to note that Stout Institute 
had more dietitians in the service 
than any other institution in the 
country and that they have the repu- 
tation of having done excellent work. 

The dietitian now plays a promi- 
nent part in public health service. 
Nearly every large city has its dis- 
pensary for the poor. These dispen- 
saries are in charge of trained, ex- 
perienced dietitians. Most interest- 
ing work is being done in Boston and 
in New York City. Dr. Baumann 
told of the alarming increase in mal- 
nutrition among school. children 
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throughout the country. Mrs, Scha- 
piro, who works among Jewish peo- 
ple in New York, and Miss Wood, 
who works among the foreign born 
people in Boston, told what was be~ 
ing done through the’ medium of the 
dispensaries which they represented 
to improve the food habits of these 
people and the marked improve- 
ment in the health of the children. 

Visits were made to the Cincin- 
nati hospitals, the Cincinnati Medi- 
eal School, and to the University of 
Cincinnati. The City hospital has 
just recently been built at a cost of 
four and-.a half millions of dollars. 
We visited the food department and 
were much impressed by the excel- 
lent management under the direc- 
tion of a very capable dietitian. The 
people of Cincinnati are justly proud 
of their schools and. hospital which 
are quite the show places of the city. 

Friday, Col. Merlin talked on 
“Food Supervising for the Army.” 
This was illustrated by a moving 
picture film. One particularly inter- 
esting thing was the way in which 
the enormous food waste in the be- 
ginning was reduced to almost noth- 
ing by the end of the war. 

The whole field of dietetics is com- 
paratively new but there has been a 
remarkable growth in the profession 
during the past few years.

‘HIGHER WAGES FOR TEACHERS, 


The U. S. Commissioner of Educa- 
tion has launched a campaign to se- 
cure better wages for teachers 
throughout the nation. He has col- 
lected figures, showing wages for 
teachers in all the states, in compari- 
gon with workers in other occupa- 
tions. He has printed and sent out 
bulletins setting forth the results of 
his investigation, and presenting ar- 
guments that appeal to everyone. 
Many of the daily newspapers and 
other influential periodicals have 
given publicity to his figures and his 
arguments. 

The Literary Digest has twice pre- 
sented the subject in leading ar- 
ticles. It has given the articles to 
non-readers of its pages by means of 
full-page advertisements in many 
city dailies. 
surely have a wonderful effect upon 
legislatures. \ 

In its lart article the Digest speaks 
of teachers as the ‘“‘foster-parents of 
our children,’ and demands justice 
for them. We can not do better 
than quote the writer’s words: 

“It is strange that the generous- 
hearted American people, who 
poured out their riches so prodigally 
in response to every patriotic, every 
charitable appeal, and who accorded 
such enthusiastic and liberal support 
to every measure and to every group 
that helped win the war, should have 
neglected to properly encourage and 
reward the services of one of the 
noblest professions in the field of hu- 
man activities—a profession that in 
lofty ideals, in unselfish principles, 
in sacred responsibilities stands side 
by side with the ministry of the Gos- 
pel itself. 

“We wish to bespeak, with what- 
ever power and authority we may 
have and with such words as may be 
granted to us, some measure of con- 
sideration for the foster-fathers and 
mothers of our children——the school- 
teachers of the United States of 
America. 

“There is no class of workers of 
which we demand so much. We 
commit into their keeping the minds, 
the bodies, and the very souls of our 
children in the tender and formative 
years of their lives, and they, receiv- 
ing these children, can indeed be 
said to hold in the hollow of their 
hands the future of America. We 
expect these devoted men and women 


AH this publicity will’ 


to watch over and care for our sons 
and daughters as though they were 
their very own, to drill them in the 
arts and sciences, to train them for 
business and for citizenship, to in- 
struct them in manners and in mor- 
als, to do for them those things 
which we would do, had we the 
training and the leisure. 


“No class has assumed so heavy, 


.So trying a burden and a responsi- 


bility with such willingness as these © 
consecrated men and women. No 
class has performed their increas- 
ingly heavy tasks more devotedly, 
more conscientiously and with less 
thought of self. No class. served 
their country more whole-heartedly, 
more loyally, during the trying and 
tempestuous times of war, day by 
day pursuing their round of duty, 
day by day helping the young people, 
and through the children the par- 
ents, to see the struggle in its true 
light, thus securing the co-operation 
of the community in every measure 
undertaken by the government. to 
win the war, 


“Truly they have made the nation 
their ‘everlasting debtor. Truly had 
they not done their work so well this 
republic would not outlast the span 
of a generation.” 

During the progress of the war, all 
other workers received an advance 
of wages, in many cases one hundred 
per cent. The public expects teach- 
ers to continue at pre-war wages. 
The object of this campaign is to 
lead our people to see the great 
wrong that is being done to a worthy 
class of citizens. Teachers should 
agitate the question, and keep it 
alive. Results are certain to follow. 

We close with another paragraph 
from the Digest: , 

“Let each community invest in - 
schools so that it may thereby in- 
vest in a trained manhood and wom- 
anhod that can play their part in the 
great period of rebuilding and re- 
construction that lies before us. Let 
each community set for its goal, as 
far as is practicable, a minimum. 
wage of at least $1,000 a year for 
the teachers of America. This would 
cost the nation perhaps as much as 
we spent so gloriously in but one 
week of the Great War.”

In a hard fought game Saturday, 
Stout not only defeated the High 
school Alumni 39-0, but held them 
to downs every time except the third 
quarter when most of the regulars 
were pulled out of the line and subs 
given a chance. The play most of 
the time was ragged although some 
hard hitting backfield work was 11 
evidence. The Alumni put up a 
good game considering their lack of 
practice, and with more signal work 
would have been able to make things 
very interesting for Stout. 

Starting in the first period, Stout 
kicked off to the Alumni who were 
downed on their twenty-yard line. 
Four line plunges failed to make the 
distance-and the ball went over. 
stout gained on every down but fum- 
bled on the four-yard line. Alumni 
immediately punted to Damberg, 

“who behind splendid interference ran 
the ball back fer a touchdown. This 
interference was the prettiest piece 
of work shown throughout the after- 
noon. 

The rest of the game was a suc- 
cession of first downs for Stout or 
else a fumble at some critical mo- 
ment of play which gave the ball to 
the opponents. Few forward passes 
were attempted and only about half 
such succeeded. One was directly 
responsible for a touchdown.

PHONOGRAPH MAKING AT 

STOUT 
boys were anxious to get them set up 
and get a glimpse of what they 
might possibly look like in the fu- 
ture. Some of them were practically 
worn out from taking: them apart 
and putting them together so many 
times. 

But still the work was just begin- 
There were the more tedious 
jobs farther and farther ahead. The 
moulding for the bottom was next 
and to fit the shape and follow the 
curve of the leg. This was glued to 
each bottom rail. and butted against 
the leg; hence a perfect joint was re- 
quired. It was then laid out to pat- 
tern and band-sawed. Having this 
completed, the birch panels for par- 
titions were begun. There were two 
of these and they consisted of a 
framework made with mortise and 
tenon joints into which was. set a 
solid panel three-eighths of an inch 
thick. In the bottom of this panel 
saw cuts were made about one-quar- 
ter of an inch deep, about two inches 
apart and lengthwise of the grain to 
prevent expansion and contraction, 
which a solid panel is sure to uuder- 
go according to the conditions cf the 
aiplosphere, 

The body of the cabinet was now 
ready to be glued, The sides were 
glued first with hot glue, only two 
clamps being necessary for clamping. 
After drying over night the remaind- 
er was glued together under a few 
difficulties, 

The next step was the making of 
the moulding for the top-banding 
and gluing that in place. In some 
cases it was glued on, one piece at a 
time; while in others, all four were 
glued at the same time. Two mould- 
ings of different size were cut for 
the cover, just underneath, the top- 
banding. These were then cut into 
three-eighths and one-half inch 
lengths, respectively, and glued in 
blace by sticking them with the fin- 
Bers.

boys were anxious to get them set up 
and get a glimpse of what they 
might possibly look like in the fu- 
ture. Some of them were practically 
worn out from taking: them apart 
and putting them together so many 
times. 

But still the work was just begin- 
There were the more tedious 
jobs farther and farther ahead. The 
moulding for the bottom was next 
and to fit the shape and follow the 
curve of the leg. This was glued to 
each bottom rail. and butted against 
the leg; hence a perfect joint was re- 
quired. It was then laid out to pat- 
tern and band-sawed. Having this 
completed, the birch panels for par- 
titions were begun. There were two 
of these and they consisted of a 
framework made with mortise and 
tenon joints into which was. set a 
solid panel three-eighths of an inch 
thick. In the bottom of this panel 
saw cuts were made about one-quar- 
ter of an inch deep, about two inches 
apart and lengthwise of the grain to 
prevent expansion and contraction, 
which a solid panel is sure to uuder- 
go according to the conditions cf the 
aiplosphere, 

The body of the cabinet was now 
ready to be glued, The sides were 
glued first with hot glue, only two 
clamps being necessary for clamping. 
After drying over night the remaind- 
er was glued together under a few 
difficulties, 

The next step was the making of 
the moulding for the top-banding 
and gluing that in place. In some 
cases it was glued on, one piece at a 
time; while in others, all four were 
glued at the same time. Two mould- 
ings of different size were cut for 
the cover, just underneath, the top- 
banding. These were then cut into 
three-eighths and one-half inch 
lengths, respectively, and glued in 
blace by sticking them with the fin- 
Bers.

It is in- 
finitely mare important that. each 
should have a definite 
vim and direct his work consciously 
toward it, than that teachers should 
be in. complete agreements in their 
opinions concerning such aim or 
xims.

DIERS PICK SCHOOLS. 

Madison, Wis.---The State Board of 
Education is soon to appoint a voca- 
tional agent who wili visit soldiers 
who csire to obtain education in 
trade schools. Many letters have 
been received stating that they were 
‘uncertain about making out. their 
courses and desiféd assistance. It is 
probable that during the winter up- 
wards of 2,000 soldier boys may be 
given instruction in vocational 
schools in thirty-five cities having a 
population of over 5,000.

Fire At Homemaker’s 
Causes Much Excitement 


; It must have been the longings of 
former years that brought the dis- 
aster to Homemakers last Thursday 
afternoon, because the girls went 
“back to. the hall in the evening with 
great. reluctance. They miss their 
“home” and have asked that they 
‘might go back later to finish their 
time there. 6 

The real cause of the fire is not 
known. People going back to work 
at-noon noticed that the chimney was 
burning out, so there is the possibil- 
ity that sparks landed on the roof. 
About two o’clock one of the girls, 
who was alone in the house, thought 
she smelled.. something burning. 
Hurrying upstairs she saw fiames in 

_the attic and grabbing some clothes 
she literally tore down-the stairs and 
out of doors, shouting to a group of 
men who were working on the street 
that the house was on fire. After 
calling up the fire. department and 
the school office she directed the men 
in the removal of things from the 
second floor. : 

In the meantime people at school 
could see flames arising from the 

' root. Rumors that ‘Homemakers 
was burned to the ground’. went 
._ through the halls and everyone took 
advantage of empty Renods to run to 
the fire. 

When the department came, al- 
most everything had been removed 
from the front part of the house and 
the fire was soon under control. 
Students helped carry things over to 
the infirmary where much of the fur- 
niture will be kept until it can be 
brought back again. Doctor Harvey 
used the Saturday cleaning pails tua 
good advantage because in every 
room water was dripping from the 
ceilings, The Household Manage- 
ment class greeted Miss Feldkirch- 

./ ver out in the kitchen, where the po- 

_ tatoes were peeled and thé onions al- 
ready on the stove for dinner. 

The damage down stairs was all 

caused by the water, but upstairs the 
rooms were filled with smoke. 


Dr. Harvey To Celebrate 
His Seventieth Birthday 


The big outstanding movements in 
local and educational work have been 
initiated and executed by men of ideals 
and of vision, coupled with. spirit of 
service. Such a man was Senator J. 
H. Stout, whose munificence made poss- 
ible the establishment of the Stout 
Training Schools in 1903, and such the 
man to whom Mr. Stout turned to or- 
ganize and administer the institution 
he had planned - our own Dr. Harvey: 

Dr. Harvey came with long experi- 
enée as an educator, having. been teach- 
er, superintendent, normal school pres- 
ident, and state superintendent of 
public instruction, He first assumed 
responsibility in capacity of superin- 
tendent of -both Public and Training 
schools. In 1908 a corporation was 
formed to carry on the work, known as 
The Stout Institute, with Dr. Harvey 
as the President.. Following Mr. Stout’s 
death in 1910, the State assumed the 
responsibility for future maintenance 
and support. 

For this material developement and 
growth, as well as for the inspiration 
and. leadership in industrial education 
which Stout Institute. contributes, the 
United States is indebted to President 
Harvey.. 


Three Former Stout Students 
Making Marks In- The World 


“Tell me what you eat and I'll tell 
you what you are. 

“Furthermore, tell me what you 
eat and I will tell you what you are 
able to do.” 

Miss Elizabeth Bohn, a graduate 
of Stout in 1911, and the author af 
the above statement, is in general 
charge at the New York University 
Commerce School of a new , course, 
which gives scientific 
heads of lunch-rooms. 

As a consultant in home econom- 
ics Miss. Bohn has long. had experi- 
ence in: food and its problems. She 
was prominent last year on the New 
York Federal Food Board, and for- 
merly had charge of the food page of 
the Delineator.. She has also been 
connected .with the New York City 
Food Aid Committee and with the 
Emergency committee of the Amer- 
ican Home Economics Association. 
While with the former she acted as 
assistant director, and served as field 
secretary with the latter. At pres- 
ent she has charge of the food page 
of the Woman’s Magazine. .:. . 

Her new work -at the. New York 
University has been called a ‘“‘Cafe- 
teriology’’ course to treat man’s 
stomach .with regard to his. brain. 
Miss Bohn will lay especial emphasis 
on the fact that proper feeding of 
workers must take into consideration 
the kind of work in which a are 
engaged. 

Although lunch rooms connected 
with business -establishments are 
practically never run on a basis that 
pays in dollars and cents, Miss Bohn 
asserts that their returns to- the em- 
ployer is many fold. She recalls the 
old saying about not biting the hand 
that feeds you, and she says that un- 
like old saying, this is true. 

“There will be no Bolshevists in a 
business concern which has a prop- 
erly run lunch room,” she said. “‘T 
am convinced half-of the trouble in 
this country today is caused by the 
fact that people do not have enough

Courtesy. 

Courtesy is something each one of 
us should practice, not only when we 
happen to be in the mood for it, but 
whenever the opportunity presents it- 
self.

As a result 
they leave college worse off than 
when they entered. What hazy in- 
formation they have received is af- 
fected by the fact that they will not 
know how to use it. 

The American college is a demo- 
cratic institution. Those passing 
through its doors may take or leave 
behind the treasures which He with- 
in. But “There is no royal road to 
Euclid.”” Neither is there a paved 
street to good wholesome habits. 
They must come by persistent efforts 
and a determined will to succeed.

3 LEAGUE, 

Everybody who is taking the Home 
Economics course -at- Stout . knows 
what the Consumers’ League is or 
soon will It is of interest. to kriow 
that they are carrying on some new 
work initiated by the government 
Legislation will have to do with prop- 
er marking of goods as pure wool or 
shoddy. 

‘The feeling is that dresx goods 
should be marked as plainly as pure 
and adulterated goods are marked 
As it is. partly due to the faet thit 
the American woman has been in for- 
mer years accustomed to getting good 
material as a matter of course, she 
is little able to protect herself under 
present conditions. 

Shoddy is under the ban for in- 
ferior quality. The league is of the 
belief that conditions of its manufac- 
ture are not altogether sanitary and 
this angle should be given inte'ligent 
airing to protect the-public. 

The National Cotisumers’ League 
is joined in this investigation by the 
Department of Justice.- The depart- 
ment is reported to be giving atten- 
tion to the high cost, planning to do 
away. as much-as possible, with the 
over abundance of middlemen dis- 
tributing garments.

There were about fifteen hundred 
in attendance and practica'ly all the 


‘states were represented. State direc- 


tors of Vocational Education were 
present from nearly eve: y state, and 
many of them took apart on the ih eae 
grams. :. 


Vocational Education has heen giv- 
en a remarkable stimulus by the 
passage of the Smith-Hughes law, 
which provides federal money for its 
promotion and support. Each state 
receives a certain portion of the fed- 
eral appropriation according to the 


_ amount of vocational work done in 


the schools of that state, and each 
state must raise an equal amount of 
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money to be spent in the vocational 
’ school work. : 

From all sections of the country 
came men and women eager to learn 
more of what is being done in other 
parts. The exchange of ideas and the 
discussions which developed over the 
various topics were extremely profit- 
able. Unlike some educational meet- 
ings, the people who attended herve 
were engaged in very similar work. 
Therefore, their interests and prob- 
lems were mutual. : 

The main topics discussed at the 
convention were: ‘‘Vocational Elu- 
eation and the Present Economic Un- 
rest;’’ ‘Vocational Education in 'Con- 
junction with Military Service:” 
“Mull and Part-Time Vocational Ed.- 
cation in Secondary Schools;” “Fu- 
ture Problems of State and National 
Administration of Vocational Educa- 
tion.” 

The mornings of Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, Feb. 19, 20.and 21, 
were takexeup with reports of Na- 
tional committees on Home Project 
Methods. It developed in the course 
of these conferences that the Home 
Project Method used in school was 
still in the planning stage, and that 
not much along that line had been 
accomplished yet, 

The afternoon sessions were gener- 
al ones on broader topics. Al! of the 
meetings were held in the Hotel La- 
Salle, the general sessions in the ball 
room, and the special sessions in the 
smaller rooms, 


AMONG THOSE PRESENT 

One question often heard when 
visitors are going through The Stout 
Instiutte is ‘Where do these men go 
from here?’ The answer to the ques- 
tion, in reality, is in terms of where 
they come from. 

The Stout Institute has for its 
chief business the training of teach- 
ers, supervisors and directo:s of 


Household Arts and Industrial Arts. 


The men who come here to take up 
work are under three general class: 
fications. The first group and, of 
course, by far the largess, is the 
teacher trainirg group. ‘These are 
High school graduates. 

In training teachers for Vocation- 
®l instruction in the trades end in- 
dustries a diploma is granted at the 
Completion of the two-year course. 
For supervisors and directors and 


teachers in the larger system, the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science in In- 
dustrial Arts is conferred, upon the 
completion of the four-year course. 
Under the direction. of the Sate 
Board of Vocational Education of 


. Wisconsin the special teachers’ train- 


ing class, known as the scholarship 
group, is being trained for the voea- 
tions of Wisconsin. Members of this 
group have been drawn from the 
trades and industries because of spe- 
cial fitness and a desire to secure 
teaching positions in Vocational 
schools. 

The second and third groups of 
men are taking specific trade work, 
either under the Federal Rehabili- 
tation bill or under the Wisconsin 
Educational Bonus (Nye law) Act. 
Men in these two groups are train- 
ing to fit themselves for skillful work 
in the trades and industries. 


WHEN VISITING STOUT CLASSES 

For our mechanically-inclined visi- 
tors, pushed somewhat for time, some 
little high-spot descriptions of shop 
york running this semester and 
nailable now for visitation, will pre- 
bably not come amiss. There are in 
The Stout Institute many different 
kinds of shop work and trade work 
open to the several groups of stu- 
dents now here, Auto Mechanics, 
Cabinet-Making, Carpentry, Archi- 


tectural and Machine Drawing, Elec- 
trical work, Masonry, Forging, Foun- 
d:y, Machine shop, Mill work, Pat- 
tern-Making, Printing, Wood-Turn- 
ing, Wood-Finishing, Sheet Metal 
work and Bench Woodwork, are all 
included in the Stout shop courses. 
and indicate the breadth of oppor- 
tunity in practical work. 

Of the men in the student bouy 
of the Industrial Arts: department, 
the majority are in teachers’ train- 
ing work, preparing to take positions 
as teachers in vocational educational 
work in the trades and industries. 
The Stout Institute also has men tak- 
ing special trade training who were 
sent here under the Federal Board 
fcr Vocational Education and wn 
der the Nye law, under, the Stata 
Board of Education of Wisconsin.

Every iigh 
ehool graduate cannot become a law- 
yer, a doctor, or a journalist, 
of them will enter the trades and 
many that do not, because of the lack 
of vocational guidance, should.

highly specialized trade and techni- 
cal schools. j 
The world war tias been a greut 


factor in the development of indus- 
trial training. Every army must here 
its skilled mechanics as well as. ite 
expert riflemen and mule-skinners 
The United States first establixied 
schools for soldiers because or its 
own immediate needs. Now the army 
and navy advertise as institutions o 
learning where practical education in 
some trade is given .inm return for 
service.

To Do About It? 


During the last two meetings in 
assembly, Dr. Harvey has talked to 
us n the present outlook for the 
teaching profession and the present 
standards of Stout students. ‘ 

The recent agitation throughout 
the country for the increase of teach- 
er’s salaries has resulted in their 
general advance wherever it is possi- 
tle under the present system of taxa- 
tion. Those schools which have not 
peen able to raise salaries, wi'l do 
so as soon ag the laws can be changed 
to meet the demand. 

Any increase in salary carries with 
ita demand for higher qualifications. 
As salaries increase, men who here- 
to-fore have avoided the profession 
will be seeking positions in the pub- 
lie schools; and the schools training 
young men and young women for 
future teachers not only wi'l receive 
more students, but will receive the 
ambiticas and the intelligent type. 
What does that mean to us as stu- 
dents? It means that in order to 
compete with the ever-increasing 
number of better qualified men and 
women entering the profession, we 
must be better qualified than ever he- 
fore; we must be more thorough y 
prepared. The two-year course up to 
the present time has been adequite 
enough tor the requirements and for 
the salaries paid. It may continue 


to be enough for two years to come,. 


but by that time the various states 
will have; through revised laws; de- 
manded higher qualifications than 
those offered in any school of the 
two-year course. 

The Stout Institute has establishe1 
a four-year course to meet those de- 
mands. Every student who enters 
Stout and who gives any thought to 
the future, must see the value, the 
ultimate necessity, of this more thor- 
ough preparation and should plan 
accordingly. 
“In his second talk to us, Dr. Har- 
vey pointed out the present stand- 
ards of Stout students and it is a 


harsh contrast to the facts which he. 


gave us in his previous talk. It is 
obvious that the standards should be

Request Federal Aid 
In Republican Platform 


A request that federal support of 
public education be made a plank in 
the Republican platform is contained 
in a petition presented yesterday by 
a delegation of teachers to Chairman 
Will H. Hays, of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. ; 

Tending the delegation were Jud- 
son F. Wright, president of the New 
York State Teachers’ Association; 
Miss Olive M. Jones, president of the 
New York Principals’ Association an1 
William T. McCoy, chairman of the 


llinois School Committee. Their 
suggested plank follows: 
‘Recognizing that the public 


schools are the bulwark of demucra- 
cy and that upon them rests the duty 
of preparing the future citizenry of 
the nation, and that the present 
shortage of trained teachers const’- 
tutes a serious menace to the wel- 
fare of society, the Republican party 
advocates increased national support 
of schools, the creation of a national 
department -of elucation with repre- 
sentation in the cabinet, and the de- 
velopment of a public schcol system 
that will furnish equal educational 
opportunity to all the children o: 
every state in the Union.” 

In the petition accompanying the 
piank it was set forth that in many 
states teachers receive an average of 
less than $600 a year, while the av- 
erage teacher’s pay in 1919 through- 
out the country was $634. It con- 
tinued: 

“Over -3,000,000 children are go- 
ing to school to incompetent teachers 
or are not attending school at all. 
Over 30,000 rural schools are with- 
out teachers. The desertion of farms 
is largely due to removal of farmers 
to cities where they can get decent 
schooling for their children. Illiter- 
acy, which disqualified 700,000 draft- 
ed men for effective service in the 
great war, is on the increase.”

One ofsthe aims of the course in 
Iixperimental Cookery is to simplify. 
if possible, some of the common proe- 
cesses of food preparation in such*a 
way us to lessen labor and time 
spent, with no effect upon the quali- 
tyof_the product. pees 

‘The class in Experimental Cook- 
ery, this, semester, under Miss Bough- 
ton. has discovered that cakes may 
be entirely satisfactory products 
when made by mixing all ingredients 
at once and,beating thoroughly. In 
comparison -with the conventional 
method which involves the creaming 
of fat and sugar, the beating of eggs, 
the mixing and sifting of dry ‘in- 
rredients,” etc., the time seved is a 
big factor and one well worth con- 
sidering in the home kitchen. _ The 
class has also learned that beating a 
euke too long produces quite as un- 
satisfactory a result as inadfficien* 
beating. : 

Vnder the head of time and labor 
saving experiments comes the work 
cone with salad dressings.

professions. kn. 1919 there. was a 
shortage of 100,000 qualified teach- 
ers. . 
A number of these cities .have 
adopted @ghedules, whieh put a pre- 
mium on good work, successful e<- 


perience, and additional training. 


Beloit has adopted a: sche lule 
ranging from $1100 to $1400 for 
teachers in the grades and $1200 to 
$2200 in the bigh school. The Be- 
loit school board offers salary ad- 
vances to successful. teachers only.. 
They ulso offer a $50 bonus at the 
end of each year to all teachers who 
uftend college summer terms. ap- 
proved by the superintendent, and 
who earn at least two major crodits 
every other year. Exceptional teach- = 
ers may earn more than the general 
maximum salary. se 

Antigo has adopted a credit system 
for experience, profess’onal traininz, 
and travel, with aprrensematne Ba’ 
iry rewards.

—W.S.-Ford, directer-of the Apple- 
teh Voeational School, spoke to the 
Rotary club at that place March 8. 

In his address to the club, he dealt

try, and of Appleton in particular, 
He said that certain changes are ne- 
cessary in order to take care of the

“The most important prob'em that

«cf girls have to~ face,” stated Mr. 
Nord, “is the choice of a life's work.” 

The influences of the home, com- 
pontons, church, and school - were 
‘welt upon by the speaker, and it 
was shown that the state lays the 
responsibility of citizenship training

given the fundamentals’ for mental 
cod moral training, but have failed 
to cover the entire field.

“If America is to-maintain her po-

developed,” declared Mr. Ford. 

He named four phases of this work 
and placed considerable emphzsis on 
the pre-vocationa! training which 
gives a child experience in a number

than 18,000 ‘schools are closed for 
indefinite periods because of a need 
fcr teachers, while the teachers em- 
ployed temporarily, who are with- 
out the requisite training, but who 
ure needed to keep many of the 
schools open, number 41,900.

Menonionie, Wis., April ~The 
women of Wisconsin have no illu- 
sions regarding the perilous situation 
in which the schools of the state have 
been placed by teachers, through in- 
sufficient salaries, being forced to 
leave the schools in order to earn 4 
living in other lines of employment. 

While many citizens have failed,t» 
grasp the facts, the women,: with 
characteristic keenness of vision 
have seen the danger tha! threatens 
the education of the boys and girls 
state, and they have .‘cted 
promptly _te-meet the menace... ‘The 
women voters form a power that 
must be reckoned with, and officers 
cf the Wisconsin Teachers’ associa- 
tion heartily welcome this support of 
their cause. 

The following message has been 
sent to Gov. Philipp by the Wiscon-. 
sin League of Woman Voters: 

“Understanding you are about. to 
eall @ special session of th: legisla- 
the Wisconsin Lerzgu* of Wo- 
men Voters wish to caJl- your atten- 
tion to the great omergency needs 
of the educational system of Wiscon- 
sin. We urge that during this spe- 
cinl—session—adequate—provision is 
made for teachers’ salaries, to the 
end that the children of Wisconsin 
may receive proper education.”

His experience has 
taught him that in most cases where 
the child is backward in school, the 
cause may be traced back to the 
conditions of home life, —-back of 
food, fresh air, clothing, and even 
in some cases, lack of sleep, when 
the child does night work in the fac- 
tories.

ist, parents are usually ignorant of ° 


the effect it is having on the child 
or they are unable to avoid it. It is 
the duty and the privilege of the 
teacher in the public school to dis- 
cover the cause of undesirable physi- 
col and mentat conditions and to see 
that they are corrected by report- 
ing to the proper authorities. In all 
cities some public provision is made 
for the caie of the health of the 


‘child, either through the school or 


tha city government. It is for us, as 
tenchers, to observe the child and to 
do all in our power for the better- 
ment of his condition whenever it 
may be necessary.

The state has in- 
vested fttiiions of dollars in its 
Normal school plants, Can it afford 
to run these plants unless the men 
and women employed ‘to make them 
effective are the best that can be 
obtained? ny 

It is often said that we have too 


muny Normal schools, All the train: 


ing schools of the state together 
with the department of education in 
university are not today, will not 
this year, graduate one-half the num- 
ber of new teachers that will be 
needed in Wisconsin next year. If 
every Normal gchool” in-—the-state 
was filled to capacity and developed 
its entire energies to. the one pur- 
pose of training teachers they would 


not then meet the demand for new 


teachers to fill vacancies each year, 
These schools should be filled to 


capacity. If we make teaching more 
“attractive;the—more* students will 


attend these schools. If we pay Nor- 
mal school teachers adequately they 
will remain in the service longer than 
they now do, and better trained peo- 


ple muy be secured as new teachers . 


are needed. If teachers with inade- 
quate training are now employed in 
the Normal schools they should be 
required to get additional training 
if they are to continue in the Normal 
school service and that cannot be 
done unless there is such remunera- 
tion us will warrant such further 
prepuration. é 

If we cripple the Normal schools 
we cripple the whole educational 
system of the state.
